HAYWOOD SPEAKS IN 
MILWAUKEE SUNDAY. AT 
PABST PARK (Third S treet). 

Haywood had a tremendous re¬ 
ception in Chicago last Sunday. 
The day was blistering -hot. Lima 
park gave up all the sjtace left 
around the carrousel, the roller 
coaster and other concessions, anti 
the Chicago Daily Socialist claims 
there were 35.000 people in the 
jam. Enthusiasm was at a high 
pitch. Matty lost control of. their 
emotions, and before it was over 
Haywood had been liberally Hob- 
sonized by many of the ladies. 
When his speech was over and he 
was finally extricated from the al¬ 
most frenzied crowd, it is said there 
wasn’t a dry rag on his hack and 
he looked as if lit- had been having 
a rough mid tumble sttclt as even 
an Idaho court could not give him. 
This Sunday Milwaukee will have 
its chance at him, but ottr comrades 
will try to be as merciful as pos¬ 
sible. At Chicago he plainly 
sltowcd what the king suspense and 
the torture of a trial for life had 
done with even the nerves of one 
so stout-hearted as he. His hand 
trembled when he made his ges¬ 
tures, and It was plain that he need¬ 
ed a long rest from his recent ex¬ 
perience to be fully himself again. 

The big telegraphers' strike now 
almost paraly zing the county is nat¬ 
urally stirring up the public owner¬ 
ship idea in connection with the tele¬ 
graph service. Even some con 
gressnten admit that if the govern¬ 
ment owned the telegraph the rates 
would come down more than half. 
Messages that cost a dollar in this 
country are sent the same distance 
in Australia, where the government 
owns the telegraph system, for 30 
cents. And it now turns out that 
the government in this country 
started out by owning the tele¬ 
graph. but later decided to (urn it 
over to private hands, over the pro¬ 
test of men like Clay ami others. 
During the war a law was jiasseu 
giving the government the right to 
take over the system if it wishen 
to, and this law was never rcftealed. 
it is said. 

But in connection with the talk 
of government ownership there 
comes a report that there is a wish 
on someltody's part—whose- is not 
stated—that Roosevelt be called in 
to settle the present strike. It is 
pointed out ingenuously thatRoose-

»c*oncr or later, inevitable. Capitalism 
is already struggling to its destruc¬ 
tion. It is no longer competent to 
organize or administer the work of 
the world or even to preserve itself. 
The captains of industry arc appalled 
at their own inability to control or 
direct the rapidly socializing force* 
of industry. 'Flic so-called trust is 
but a sign and form of this developing 
socialization of the world's work. The 
universal increase of the uncertainty 


completely controls the univcriity.-the 
public School, the pulpit and the 
press, the art> and literatures. By 
making these economically dependent 
upon it fill, it has brought all the 
forms of public teaching into servile 
submission to its own interests. 

Our political institutions are also 
being used as the destroyers of that 
i ndpi du.il property upon which a) 1 
liberty and opportunity depend. The 
promise of economic independence to 
each man was one of the faiths in 
which our institutions were founded 
But under the guise of defending 
private property, capitalism is using 
,nttr politic.nl institutions to make il 
impossible for the vast majority of 
human beings to ever become posses 
sort of private prrncrty in the meanj 
of life. 

Capitalism is the enemy and dc 
stroycr of essrnti.nl private property 
It* dcveloonicnt is through the legal 
rzed confiscation of all that the lah*»r 
of the working class produces above 
subsistence wage. The private own¬ 
ership of the means of employment 
ground* society in an economic slav¬ 
ery which renders intellectual and po¬ 
litical tyranny inevitable. 

Social-Democracy comes to so or¬ 
ganize industry and society that every 
individual shall he secure in that 
private property in the means of life 
npon which his liberty of being, thought 
and action depend.

Upholsterers complain that heavy 
fringes, tassels, and similar accca- 
sories, which formerly gave them 
much remunerative employment, 
rpn* are completely banished or arc 
replaced bv modest, inexpensive 
edgings. Until recently tlicry were 
frequently called ti|KUi to under¬ 
take complicated designs of folded 
stuffs in the interior decorations of 
r(Kmu which involved preliminary 
sketches and a high grade of ar¬ 
tistic ability in the execution of tlu.* 
plans. The present style of decora¬ 
tion calls for simple materials, free 
from fold, with limited amount of 
embroidery, which arc found ready 
made in stores atid involve no spe¬ 
cial ability in arranging. 

Plaster decorators and wood 
carver* and turners state that their 
trades have all suffered seriously 
from the prevalent fashion for

The Curse of Illiteracy. * 

One of tlie niLfst deplorable of 
tlie many evil consequences of child, 
labor mentioned in the recent cen¬ 
sus ImHetui on that subject is the 
fearful illiteracy which it fosters. 
Almost one-fifth of the children be¬ 
tween the ages of ten and fifteen 
years- who are ccnqxdled to Iakir 
arc totally illiterate—can neither 
read nor .vrite! The j>ersou who 
attains the age of fifteen years amid 
the condttious which surround child 
In! nr. without knowing 1k*w to read 
or write, is unlikely ever t*> aetjuirv 
those requisites to tiv’iliictl ex¬ 
istence. 

(Irtiwing tip to tlte physical st.at- 
ture of manhc.od with his moral anti 
mental qualities neglected and 
blunted, unable to read books or 
nrwspajiers. tillable to write to 
friends cr to read letters from 
them, such a i>crson in this age of 
the world, and in a civilized coun¬ 
try. is as helpless in many ways as 
a brute animal, ami is likely to lx- 
treated no better than a mere ani¬ 
mal—or even worse—by h.eartless 
employers reaping the fruit of his 
lalM>r. All doors arc closed to him, 
and he lias no liope in any direction. 

And to this terrible situation 
child labor, especially in mills and 
factories, where is assumes its 
crudest form, is in thousands of 
cases a sure introduction. These 
children arc simply exploited, like 
so mfiny cattle, for the physical

Why There Is Poverty and Disease for 
the Masses and Satiety for the Few. 
Socialism Will Come as a Boon for 
all Mankind. The Etiology and 
Therapy of Panics. 

[From an address before Toledo 
Medical Club by Dr. C.H.Rced.] 

Some may question the pro¬ 
priety of presenting a pajwr 


practical importance equal to that 
of economics, or the harmony and 
discords of life. Disaster dependent 
upon seismic disturbances may not 
be stayed, but the more widely 
spread and more destructive results 
of economic upheavals are within 
man’s power to prevent. 

Panics come in cycles, or period¬ 
ically. The why of this cyclic feat¬ 
ure is interesting, but the limits of 
this paper do not permit its analysis. I 
The evils attendant upon panics are j 
numerous, but well known, and | 
need not be enumerated. The whole j 
—both panics and their acontjany-l 
ing evils—n ine in obedience to 
mathematical principles or violated 
natural la v. and arc a necessary 


on an economic question to a j sequence of cur wage system, or | 
medical clulv Others may think business methods. They art avoid-1 
tile consideration of (x-.litical topic* able. There is no more reason why 
out of place in any body of scientific j man may not change his wage-sy s- 
nien organized for the study of I tern, or business methods t ran that 
scientific problems. Hut our pres-1 a woman may not change an un- 


ident, who selected our subject, ex¬ 
cuses the innovation by suggesting 
that to occasionally get away from 
"shop" is wholesome. 

Unfortunately for the world the 
average man. be he doctor or who, 
while knowing things arc seldom 
what they seem, is distressingly 
superficial inliis manner of thought. 
When the part our uncertain, anx¬ 
ious. ever-present struggle for 
food, shelter and business success 
takes In producing nervous and 
mental diseases, is noted; or the 
part it plays in the inducement of 
suicide ami in filling asylums, is 
observed; or the effects an empty- 
larder and the filth and discourage¬ 
ment of poverty have upon the 
health of the people and upon the 
physical and moral development of 
children are considered; and the 
duties prevention of disease imposes 
upon the physician, and his respons¬ 
ibility as the trusted adviser of the 
family, are remembered, the cause 
of the struggle and the prevention 
of its effects, become eminently 
projier subjects for discussion in 
any association of medical men. 

Again, if the universe and all its 
parts be subject to natural law, and 
men and their institutions he parts 
of the universe, then economic 
questions are scientific questions, 
purely, and very proper themes for 
acientists. In fact, no other ques- 
Wen. scientific in its nature, is of 


satisfactory system of making 
bread, for a better; or, tliat physi¬ 
cians may not change their methods 
of treating diseases of the flesh. 

Etiology .—While the enumerated 
causes of panics are many, the real 
or fundamental cause is hut one. 
Fundamental causes are always 
mere or less hidden by incidental 
effects. These come first into view; 
they are first to attract attention, 
and so are mistaken for causes. It 
is for this reason remedies against 
disease of the body or against evils 
in the body politic are so constantly- 
directed against effects, or inci¬ 
dental causes, and why well-meant 
efforts arc so constantly dismal 
failures. 

Lack of confidence is, perhaps, 
the most common of all causes 
given for panics. But lack of con¬ 
fidence is no more the cause of 
panics than it is of dry weather in 
times of famine. It has been 
noticed that a panic is always pre¬ 
ceded by a great accumulation of 
goods in the manufacturers' ware¬ 
houses; that when this occurs the 
shops close, wages stop, business 
conics to a standstill and want 
stalks abroad, all following the glut 
in the warcliouscs, and, so it is, 
many declare over-production is the 
cause of panics. 

A large minority observe the 
goods on the shflv-s and which 
closed the shops, are yadlv wanted 
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by many, ami that as the (attic con¬ 
tinues the demand for goods is ever 
increasing, and so, these declare the 
cause of panics is not over-produc¬ 
tion, but under-consumption, and 
that due to a lack of means with 
which to buy. 

The truth is, both conditions ob¬ 
tain. A moment’s thought, how¬ 
ever. shows that over-production, 
whatever the condition of the ware¬ 
houses, cannot be the cause of pan¬ 
ics. i'anics are always coupled with 
anxiety, suffering, distress and 
want, while over-produetton, or an 
over-supply of things necessary to 
support life and drive away care 
can bring only comfort ami happi¬ 
ness. Over-production gives op¬ 
portunity for rest and contentment 
until the surplus product is con¬ 
sumed. Rest does not (Mitre; 
not anxiety. 

That the distress attendant upon 
panics is directly due to the lack of 
means in the hands of the consumer 
or people with which to purchase 
supplies, already abundant in the 
warehouses, is so evident as to liar 
discussion. 

To prevent the evils of panics, 
then, two things are necessary: 

First .—Sufficient means must be 
kept in the hands of the people to 
purchase all the supplies their wants 
demand; and 

Second .—That wages may not be 
stopped by closure of shops, an in¬ 
jurious accumulation of goods in 
the warehouses must he prevented. 

To accomplish these necessary 
ends, many schemes based u|»on 
various theories as to the cause of 
the glut, are proposed. Some assert 
the glut comes because of too many 
laborers and urge the necessity of 
wars to diminish their number. 
While wars may and do, indirectly, 
cure panics, they give only tem¬ 
porary relief, but not by making 
| laborers fewer. By diminishing the 
number of producers the number of 
consumers is also diminished. The 
one is as necessary as the other. The 
slaughter docs not change the rela¬ 
tive power of production to that 
of consumption. That remains the 
same, hence the cure can never lie 
in war. 

Others believe the poor, or cheap 
labor, should lie excluded from the 
country, hence the Chinese exclu¬ 
sion act and kindred movements. 
It is clear that the demand fijr 
goods lies, not with those who have, 
but with those who have not. To 
say nothing of the equal rights of 
men to live upon the earth the bet' 
tcr-to-do can never prevent the so- 
called over-production by exclud¬ 
ing the poor from the country. The 
remedy lies rather in finding a way 
to supply these poor with the means 
to purchase, or consume the good

To keep wareliouses empty, in 
addition to excluding the Chinese, 
labor organizations arc pressing 
two principal movements: One, to 
decrease productive poyer; the 
other, to increase consumptive t>ow 
er. To accomplish the first end, in 
addition to excluding the poor of 
other countries, they demand the 
abolishment of child labor from the 
shops and an eight hour day. To 
increase consumptive power, they 
demand higher wages. 

Either, or both of these move¬ 


ments combined, ca never accom¬ 
plish the end sough; High wages 
must produce htgl -priced goods. 
The higher the prii ,-f goods the 
more nioncy must be paid for them 
and the more rapid! theoonsumer's 
(tower to purcliasc l- disseminated. 
The power to prodiu and the (low¬ 
er to consume must remain intcr- 
dependent, and rcla; t l v or propor¬ 
tionately the same, 
be high or low. So 
wages affect over-; 
hours spent in bat 
days ami high wage 
extent failure aids 1 pointing out 
the true remedy, is ; me lost. 

Nearly every one mists that ma¬ 
chinery is the mo-' 
causes of the com! 
over-production. 1 - 
,s I as now employed, v 

labor, is an admitte 1 fact. But no 
sane man will assert 1 u f.od ever 
endowed man with the inventive 
genius that enables hint to construct 
the great labor-saviue engines, seen 
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r as time and 
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potent of all 
1 it known as 
it machinery, 
a curse to 


business. These jieople need many 
things. You have skill, but no 
tools. Let us, labor and capital, 
join forces and supply the trade. 
You cannot work without me and I 
cannot work without you, hut 1 will 
be satisfied with one-fourth of our 
joint product. This will leave you 
three-fourths. 1 will pay you $3.00 
a day and lie satisfied with St.00 a 
day profit to pay for the wear and 
tear of my machinery, or the use of 
my capital.” 

We begin business. In the even¬ 
ing I pay you $3.00. That capital 
may have $1.00 the goods you make 
must sell for $4.00. These I put in 
my warehouse. -Now, you are a 
consumer of the goods you make, 
but can buy only $3.1x1 worth of 
them. This, in spile of anything 
you can do, leaves one-fourth of 
your product on my shelves. As 
time goes on this remainder, the 
part labor cannot buy. necessarily 
fills the warehouse. WJicn this oc¬ 
curs I have choice of but one fif 


in every shop, for the purpose of j two things—build, or, shut up shop, 
bringing a curse vi; 11 even one j 1 choose to shut up shop. 
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man. That the evils coming upon 
society through the n*c of ma¬ 
chinery, come not from the ma¬ 
chines, but from m.n’> mistakes in 
his manner of usii. them, is cer¬ 
tainly evident. 

In none, nor in all these agencies 
taken together, can the cause of 
panics be found. \nd vet. it is 
when the accumukm n of goods in 
the warehouses os- ns the shops 
close, wages stop. -ney cease* to 
circulate, business < -m;s to a stand¬ 
still. and want bt-g-.vs, To fully 
undertsand our q:n-tioji. and to 
determine the true remedy, two 
things must be kne« n: 

First .—Why go< - accumulate in 
the manufacturer - warehouses; 
and 

Second .—Why the wlxilc people 
have not the pouvt to consume 
what a small part, the shop hands, 
make, or why tin have not the 
power to prevent ( r.ics. The rea¬ 
son will never be i- imd in market 
reports; nor the remedy, in sweet 
charity or soup htm- - The fund¬ 
amental cause lie- decjier, hidden 
by effects. It nr.. ; V sought in 
methods. 

AH manufacturin','' is carried on 
under a system of A ages. ()nc man 
hires another. F.v ry man hiring 
another, in that daiticular instance, 
is a capitalist, IJt* money is dis¬ 
tributed among tli people through 
labor. He paysfnalxir, lalior buys 
from the retailer,' lire retailer front 
the wholesaler, ilff the wholesaler 
from the producer, the fanner and 
factories. It is tHh‘ money and also 
the products of bfc h farm and shop 
arc distributed. - 

The first thing noticed in thi- 
process 0/ distril nlion is that live 
capitalist never? jfltyjr'the man he 
hires enough mbr w to buy all he 
makes. It follow’s that,' so far as 
labor's (tower to consume is con¬ 
cerned, the diffenen e between what 
it makes and what it can buy must 
necessarily remain in the capitalist’s 
warehouse, uncou-imird; or, as 
over-production, - called. This 
wage system is ’universal and the 
surplus is what labor pays for the 
use of.capital; i. e.. it is capital's 
profit waiting to le converted into 
money. As to th’’ prevention of 
this accumulation or it“ sequences, 
panics, labor, und' r our wage sys¬ 
tem, has not the power. It is ab¬ 
solutely helpless. The prevcntahil- 
ity of panics, men, depends upon 
this one point: Whet her or not the 
remaining part of the people possess 
the power to coastline or buy that 
part of manufactured goods the 
shop hand, or labor, cannot buy. 

To determine.;, this point let us 
imagine a small ^reiiun of country 
as separated from the rest of the 
world and study but question in it. 
Suppose our little world contains 
say. I.oot men. Let the mid nun be 
me, and me, a capitalist. Let an¬ 
other, von, be a -killed mechanic 
with ability tot make everything 
anybody in a high', civilized world 
coidd need or wish- l-et the re¬ 
maining 999 be’ tb.se engaged in 
war and all other iinrs of business 
carried on in dtril rcd country, ex¬ 
cept manufacturin;.;

The situation, now, is this: The 
goods you have previously pur¬ 
chased arc wearing out. Your de¬ 
mand is daily increasing. But, be¬ 
cause getting no wages, you are 
helpless. For the very same reason] 
1 cannot sell, cannot empty my 
shelves, can give you no relief. This 
is the panic. Both labor and capital 
arc in distress, but for different rea¬ 
sons. Capital's warehouse shelves 
arc full, and labor’s pantry ^helves 
empty. 

"But." says one. "you have left 
the people, the other 999 out of con¬ 
sideration. Each one of these is 
a consumer, and with demand equal 
to the mechanic's. Altogether thev 
have one thousand times more de¬ 
mand than one shop hand has. The 
mechanic, unaided, has the power 
to consume three-fourths of lus 
product. If the 099 can consume 
the other one-fourth the whole cteii 
he consumed, the shelves be kept 
empty and panics averted. Have 
not the 1 .oco a tlmusand times more 
consumptive (wwer than the one, 
the skilled mechanic?" 

In this supposition lie* the error. 
They have not. The power to con¬ 
sume remains the same. The con¬ 
suming power of a (>co|)lc doc* not 
Iaendend upon their number. That 
]>mvcr is limited to their power to 
buy* and that is measured hy the 
amount of nioncy in circulation, 
and that amount is what labor 
reives in wages. I pay you $3.00. 
You spend it as you please, with me 
or with the tradesmen among the 
(H-oplc. the 999- It will be $3.00 
still, and all the people c 
$3.00 worth, or remove 
fourths of your preduc 
warehouse. : 

The glut, is no more within the 
reach of thearhole people tlian if is 
within the reach of the mcclianics 
alone. No struggle for commercial 
supremacy can prevent panics or 
their evils. 

Tanics arc unavoidable tinder a 
business system that gives profit, or 
pays for the use of capital, exacts 
usury, a thing most widely and 
righteously condemned by the old 
Jewish law. 

Therapy. — Palliative remedies 
are quite as numerous as politicians 
and equally useless. Remedies ap¬ 
plied to effects can have no in¬ 
fluence in checking the activity of 
a fundamental cause. With its re¬ 
moval all incidental causes or ef¬ 
fect* must disappear. 

If the cause of panics be (laying 
capital for its use. then capital must 
not he (aid. That capital may not 
receive ray, labor must get all it 
earns. Had you received $4-00 a 
day vou could have jmrcliascd your 
win ife product and have been able to 
prevent ovcr-pnxluction, to control 
the panic. Or, if you ehose to spend 
vour $4.00 among the people, the 
999. they would then lave been able 
to buy the whole product and so to 
prevent the panic at will. 

For lalior to get all it earns it 
must work for itself. Because capi¬ 
tal never will pay labor as much as 
will buy all it produces, there is 
mi.otliei wa>. To get all it earns, 
then, labor must work for itself in¬ 
stead of for the capitalist. To work 
for itself it must own its own jobs. 
Is there another way? Under the 
j law requiring all men to eat bread 
in the sweat of their own faces all 
tnen are presumed to be laborers. 
This eliminates the moneyed capi¬ 
talist, the thing necessary to be 
done, an<l recognize the only real 
-apital. labor. 

But,' in a republic, all men. the 
people, constitutes the government. 
The remedy for panics, therefore, 
is found in government ownership 
of all factories, and of all jobs par¬ 
taking. of the nature of public 
utilities Except the government 
there is no employer or men who 
will or can (av labor as much as it 
earns, or give it the power to con- 
-ranr, or to remove its whole prod¬ 
uct from the warehouses, to prevent 
glut of the markets. 

In community of interests, or in 
‘ common ownership alone, can the 
t equal rights of all to live on the 
i earth he made or kept available to 
11 . 

Is there any other way?
